MAPAM ENVOY CONFIRMS

PARIS. — The Chinese Embassy 
yesterday formally denied Israeli 
press and radio reports that there 
had been contacts in Paris between 
Chinese diplomats and a Mapam 
emissary.

BELGIUM, whose Foreign Minister 

arrived in Israel lagt night, is 
the closest to France of all the 
countries of the European Commu- 
nity. Thig alone gives Mr. Pierre 
Harmel's current visit, which closes 
ἃ series by the Foreign Ministers 
of five out of the “Six,” a special 
significance in the eyes of Israel 
officials. : 
As long as Charles de Gaulle was 
in power in Paris, Belgium's Euro- 
peanness inevitably pitted it against 


isolationist France. With the switch 


that occurred under the General's 
successors, however, Belgium's na- 
tural affinity with France found 
new expression within the Commu- 
nity. In Belgium's eyes, European 
unity without France is a logical 
impossibility, and once France Is 
Prepared to conceive of a Europe 
as ἃ whole — and not merely of a 
Europe of nationg — it must be 
allowed to have its say within the 
Community, 

This is not to say that Belgium 
has no mind of its own — for cx. 
ample, on the Arab-Isracl conflict. 
Indeed, Mr. Harmel !s reported to 
have bridled at some recent Israel 
sugecstions that Belgium's stand, as 
expressed in“the Community's recent 
Middle East discussions, bore the 
marks of French pressure. Whatever 
resemblance there was between the 
positions of the two governmens, 
Mr. Harmel insisted, was pure coin- 
cidence. ᾿ 


European unity 

To be sure, Belgium was vitally 
interested in forging Western Eu- 
rope’s political unity by having the 
Community's Foreign Ministers adopt 
a joint platform on issues which ori- 
ginate in other areas, but which af- 
fect the Continent directly. The 
father of the idea was, in fact, the 
political Director-General of the Bel- 
gian Foreign Ministry, Mr. Etienne 
Davignon, who is accompanying Mr. 
Harmel on his current visit here. 
But the effort, for one thing, has 
not yet resulted in anything except 
ἃ non-committal “working paper,” 
which left every member free to 
espouse its own views, and, for 
another, Belgium's views were its 
own, and’ there was nothing for Is- 
rael to fear in them. 

Israel officials would dearly wish 
to be persuaded by Mr. Harmel 
that this was indeed the case, on 
the main political topics already 
taken up by the Community — 
borders, Jerusalem and refugees. 
There are issues which Mr. Harmel 
must have discussed at length with 
Arab leadera in the four countries 
of the area visited in recent weeks 
Egypt, Lebanon, Syria and 
Jordan. 

Mr. ‘Harmel visited Amman just 
last week, at the height of the 
Jordanian army’s mop-up operations 
τ πῃ the Palestinian terrorists.

An issue of more immediate in- 
terest to Amman, and to Jerusalem, 
last week involved Jerusalem, which 
the Jordanians were theo planning 
to take to the Security Council, of 
which Belgium is ἃ member.

The distinction is, 
of course, one without much of a 
difference, although the Belgian read- 
ing leaves some room for negotia- 
tions over mutual frontier rec‘ifi- 
cations, 


American interpretation 


This is still unacceptable to Israel, 
which insists on the English text, 
where “territories” to be evacuated 
are left undefined, with the impli- 
cation that all borders must be 
jointly determined anew, through 
negotiations. But even the English 
version has not barred an American 
interpretation of the resolution as 
a mandate for virtually total with- 
drawal. Politics, not semantics, is 
the key and Israeli officials, grant- 
ing that Belgium is not a French 
satellite, strongly suspect that Bel- 
gian views on the territorial set- 
tlement are a reflection of Amer- 
jean as much as of French poli- 
cies, particularly since Sadat’s ac- 
evptance of the Jarring initiative. 


Whether Mr. Harmel’s talks in 
Cairo last month weakened or rein- 
forced his convictions on this issue, 
is something that his conferees here 
would also very much like to learn. 
Before leaving Egypt the Belgian 
Foreign Minister applauded its lea- 
ders' desire for “peace.” But this 
might have been mere diplomatic 
lip service, and at a time when 
even France was reportedly having 
second thoughts on the Soviets’ 
Arab-aided attacks on Nato’s soft 
underbelly in the south, there was 
some ground for hope that Belgium 
would realize the need for a strong 
Israel, protected by defensible bor- 
ders. 


Israeli officials would consider it 
a diplomatic achievement of the 
first order if Mr. Harmel were to 
return to Brussels with a statement 
similar to that made by West Ger- 
many's Minister Walter 
Scheel in the Bundestag the other 
day, following his return from Israel 
— that, when all was said and done, 
the solution of the Arab-Israeli con- 


flict could only be secured by way 


of a freely ‘negotiated: agreement. 

In terms of Israel’s interest, the 
closest analogy to Belgium among 
the Community members was in fact 
Italy rather than West Germany. 
Oddly enough, Mr. Harmel’s most 
like-minded ‘Foreign Minister in 
Western BHurope wag Italy’s Mr. 
Moro: both products of Jesuit 
Schools and law faculties, both men 
of the political centre, both deeply 
intellectual, and both quietly firm 
in their personal manner. Like Mr. 
Moro's visit to Israel in April, Mr.

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Britain takes off Business 
economic brakes 


to get into Europe

N deciding to boost business 
I lower taxes on a far grander 
scale than anyone expected, Brit- 
ain's Chancellor of the Exchequer 
hes taken a calculated risk. 

There are many critics who are 
convinced that the British are back 
at the drearlly familar “stop-go"” 
routine, with the Government's ef- 
forta to hold back wages and pri- 
ces leading to a slump, and then 
the Government's efforts to over- 
come the slump reviving the old 
wage-price spiral — and so back 
again to slump. 

Mr, Anthony Barber, however, 15 
counting on a series of favourable 
factors which he believes in the 
long run will justify his daring 
(some would say reckless) decision 
that the time has come to take off 
the brakes and let the economy rip 
— or at least grow by four and 8 
half per cent instead of by the pre- 
viously prevailing three per cent 


@ year, 

Admittedly, by European, let alone 
Japanese standards, this ig a very 
Modest growth, but it ig still 50 
per cent higher than the previous 
figure and is expected to convince 
businessmen, who are currently re- 
fusing to invest, that better times 
are here again. 


Added Value Tax soon 


First, Mr. Barber can claim that 
the methods he has chosen for giv- 
ing an extra fillip to consumer de- 
mand fit In with his Government's 
strategy, The major reduction in 
purchase tax, by two-elevenths, isa 
prelude to the abolition of that tax 
altogether, Xt is to be replaced, pro- 
bably next year, by the Added Value 
Tax favoured by the HEC countries. 
And the Government's decision to 
scrap controls over hire purchase 
and let shopkeepers decide them- 
selves the terms on which they will 
sell is in line with the recommenda- 
tions from a Royal Commission on 
credit, which has already condemn- 
ed the manipulation of hire-purchase 
terms as a damaging form of con- 
¢roliing the level of demand. 

On boosting business, the Govern- 
ment has made two big concessions. 
First, businessmen who might he 
considering whether or not to invest 
are to be given an extra inducement 
for dolng so immediately by belng 
offered improved depreciation allow- 
ances for the next two yeara, Fur- 
ther, in addition to the extra £100 
million which the Government has 
already promised to spend on pub- 
lic works in the more backward 
areas of the country, there is an 
extra inducement to the service in- 
dustries (hotels, laundries, 
etc.) who will now quality for total 
tax write-off for their plant as 
manufacturing industries in the ar- 
eas already do. 

The high levels of unemployment 
in Scotland and the North-East of 
Engiaud, besides thelr social dam- 
age, have been ay appalling drain 
on national resources since wage- 
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related benefits mean relatively high 
dole for people who are making no 
productive contribution at all. 

Besides benefits for the consumer 
and the busnesena, there is a third 
factor in reflationary package 
which, for ideological reasons, the. 
Government ig not shou ἔσο 
much about: a further decision to 
subsidize state-owned industries. 

Instead of insisting, as before, that 
these must be “commercially vi- 
abie" to justify their existence, that 
is to say they must make people pay 
the full costs of the goods and ser- 
vices they produce, and in return 
will be given no-cost -public loans to 
enable them to fulfil their existing 
investment programmes. The cost 
could amount to some £300m. a year. 

Britain’s package 

Mr, Barber would uot have dared 
go so far without the firm promise 
of the Confederation of British In- 
dustry that they would do their ut- 
most to stabilize prices. ‘The preaent 
price levels, between 7 and 8 per 
cent higher than a year ago, have 
been recognized as 8 major obstacle 
in fighting excessive pay claims, 
The Government does not expect 
any formal promise from the trades 
unions to hold back wages but it 
does hope that, having on ita own 
side taken measures to cut unem- 
ployment (the present pacicage, it 
is hoped, should reduce unemploy- 
ment by at least 100,000 from about 
700,000 within a year) and keep 
down prices, it may find union lead- 
ers in a more cooperative mood. 

Most important of ali, the refla- 
tion is an esential part of the polit- 
ical and economic preparation of 
Britain for entry into the European 
Beonomic Community, to which the 
Government ia now irrevocably com~ 
mitted, 

Secondly, British busmess needs 2 
spurt of confidence to encourage 
improvements, streamlining and in- 
novations which will be needed to 
make the British economy competi- 
tive enough to withstand the elimin- 
ation of tariff protection between 
itself and the often more productive 
European industries, Until now, Bri- 
tain has staggered along holdingits 
own in world markets partly thanks 
to much lower food costs; Contin- 
ental countries had to pay out of 
industrial profits for their relative- 
ly high-cost agriculture. Now Bri- 
taln is to be deprived of this asset, 
since entering the Market means 
excluding cheap Commonwealth 
food and shering the burden of sup- 
porting less productive Continental 
farmers. 

The pro-Mar! , led by the 
Prime Minister and Mr. Barber, be- 
lieve that the spur of competition 
will encourage more dynamism in 
British business, restrain runaway 
prices and wages and that, in the 
end, everyone will be better off, But 
this depends on the nood and expec- 
tation of businessmen themselves.” 
Mr, Barber {s trying to give them, 
on thelr way into Europe, the best

In concurring that the “ appeal 
should be dismissed, Justice Landau 
agreed that sections 160 and 161 of 
the new Land Law had completely 
changed the legal picture by 
abrogating the equitable rights in 
immovable property, based on the 
English model, which had been in- 
troduced into Israel law through 
the channel of article 46 of the 
Palestine Order in Council. This 
innovation, he explained, was in- 
troduced for the important purpose 
of increasing the constitutive value 
of registration and bolstering con- 
fidence in the reliability of the Land 
Registers. The net result is, he 
continued, that since.the Land Law 
‘was enacted no transaction in im- 
movable propérty is complete before 
registration has been effected, and 
any contractual obligation is binding 
only on the parties concerned and 
not on third parties, who have given 
consideration and acted in good 
faith. 
In the present case, therefore, 
Justice Landau noted, there had 
been nothing to prevent the apart- 
ment being attached, as the register- 
ed owner of the apartment was still 
the second respondent-and the agree- 
ment between the appellants and the 
second respondent was not binding 
on anyone who was not privy to 
it. Nor, he continued, was this con- 
clusion affected by the fact that 
the appellants were already in pos- 
session of the apartment. 

This conclusion, he agreed, was 
very drastic for the appellants, 
Particularly since the property con- 
cerned was their dwelling, and the 
question arises as to whether it 
could have been prevented. 

Justice Landau then went on to 
point out that the legislature had 
provided 2 remedy against the 
stringency of the registration 
tem, although the remedy itself came 
within the framework of this sys- 
tem: that is, the possibility of 
entering a cautionary note in the 
Land Register.

ARNOLD Palmer scored hig third 

victory of the season, with an 
18 under par 270 in the $250,000 
Westchester Golf Classic, New

the front nine at the Westchester 
Country Club Course and made the 
turn in 287 — 15 under par. His 
33 for the last nine gave him a 
tournament total of 64, 70, 68, 68. 

Palmer had a three-stroke lead 
going into the last round but 30- 
year-old Gibby Gilbert trimmed 
one off that margin when he made 
the turn in 34 for 239, 

Gilbert messed up the last nine 
however to return a final score of 
275, the same as Hal Irwin who 
took a 68. Sam Snead who, at the 
age of 59, only plays in the big 
tournaments, returned 277 to take 
4th place, and Jack Nicklaus was 
way down the fied with 280. Lee 
Trevino quit the tournament after 
2 rounds after returning ridiculous 
scores including an eight on the 
final hole of the second round. 

Palmer’s $50,000 top prize was 
the biggest in a career that has 
earned him more than $1.4m, 

But more than that it was his 
first victory since the Citrus Open 
in March and only his third for the 
year. 

He had been playing so poorly — 
he wound up 49th in Houston in 
April and tied for 11th In the Ca- 
nadian Open, ‘his last outing — that 
he took two weeks off to regain 
his confidence and his concentra- 
tion.

Court sits today 
on Diplomat 
Hotel grading

The High Court of Justice will 
sit today to hear a request by the 
Ministry of Tourism to cancel an 
interim injunction suspending the 
Ministry’s decision to reduce the 
grade of the Diplomat Hotel in Je- 
Tusalem from five to four stars.
